Carollo 
wins his 


way back 


into 
City Hall 


m After 16 years out of 
elected office, former 
Miami Mayor Joe Carollo 
won his bid for the District 
3 commission seat in Miami.

Joe Carollo, the contro- 
versial former mayor of 
Miami, completed a stun- 
ning political resurrection 
Tuesday, fighting his way 
back into City Hall at the 
age of 62 after 16 years out 
of elected office. 

Carollo, whose last cam- 
paign in 2001 left him as a 
rare Miami 
incumbent 
to lose a 
reelection 
bid, blasted 
through a 
field of se- 
ven during 
the Nov. 7 
general 
election and knocked off 
attorney Alfie Leon in 
Tuesday’s runoff to win the 
city’s District 3 commission 
seat. 

Unofficial results, with 
all precincts counted, 
showed him taking 52.75 
percent of the vote to Le- 
on’s 47.25. Carollo main- 
tained a comfortable lead 
throughout the night, as 
mail-in and early ballots 
gave him an insurmount- 
able boost among the 4,565 
ballots cast in the runoff. 

Carollo, whose contro- 
versial time in elected 
office dates back to 1979, 
can be sworn into office as 
early as Dec. 2. He’ll take 
over for his younger broth- 
er, Frank Carollo, who’s 
leaving due to term limits. 

“There were times dur- 
ing this election when I saw 
so much defamation and so 
many lies thrown at me, so 
much hate, that I was won- 
dering, ‘Why did I get my-

South Florida community lead- 
ers Tuesday decried the Trump 
administration’s decision to return 
nearly 60,000 Haitians to their 
quake-ravaged homeland, calling 
it “heartbreaking” and “shame- 
ful” while vowing that their fight 
has just begun. 

“We all know that Haiti is not 
ready to absorb so many of its 
children,” said Gepsie Metellus, 
executive director of Sant La, the 
Haitian Neighborhood Center in 
Miami. “This is a sad day, a very 
shameful day, a depressing day 
especially on a Thanksgiving eve 
where a nation of immigrants 
would be rebuking immigrants.” 

The outrage spread to Palm 
Beach, too. Hundreds of Florida 
hospitality workers came by the 


busload from across the state to 
protest at President Donald 
Trump’s private beach club, Mar- 
a-Lago, where he was scheduled 
to arrive Tuesday for the Thanks- 
giving holiday. The union workers 
from Unite Here waved flags and 
marched in the searing sun on a 
bridge overlooking the resort, 
chanting “Shut it down.” 

Their message to the president: 
If you deport us, many of the re- 
sorts, theme parks and hotels, like 
yours, won’t be able to operate. 

“T have six children. My mom 
and dad were killed in the earth- 
quake. My country is nothing 
now,” said Marie Partait, who 
immigrated from Haiti 15 years 
ago. 

A $9-an-hour dishwasher at 
Gulfstream Park in Hallandale, 
Partait has been living in the U.S. 
under Temporary Protected Stat- 
us, or TPS — the immigration 


status that protected her from 
deportation and that the Trump 
administration announced Mon- 
day will end on July 22, 2019. If 
Haitians choose to stay after that, 
they would face possible detention 
and deportation. 

The decision by Department of 
Homeland Security Acting Secre- 
tary Elaine Duke came two weeks 
after she also ended the status for 
2,500 Nicaraguans. She put on 
hold a similar decision for 57,000 
Hondurans, triggering an auto- 
matic six-month extension. 

But it was the decision about 
Haiti that incensed South Florida 
members of Congress on both 
sides of the aisle. 

“This announcement will just 
give us more fight power,” U.S. 
Rep. Frederica Wilson, D-Miami, 
who represents one of the largest 
constituents of Haitian-American 
voters in the United States, said 
during a Tuesday morning press 
conference in front of the Miami- 
Dade School Board. “We will 
continue to advocate.”

Partridge, the lead singer for a 
family rock-’n’-roll band. 

That launched the first great 

teenage craze of the 1970s. A 


never played in concert, and an 
even more unlikely one for Cas- 
sidy, who was hired for his act- 
ing and not his singing and was 
never expected to sing a note. 
“The Partridge Family” was a 
slightly goofy sitcom clearly 
inspired by “The Monkees,” a 
monstrous hit four years earlier.
